[Glades Cattle Market Gets Full 


County Commission 
I 


Following an inspection of the 
new cattle market between Paho: 
kee and Belle Glade in County 
Commissión Vice-Chairman Paul 
Rardin's district, the commissjon 
at its regular meeting Monday 
adopted a motion praising the un- 
dertaking and proferring county 
cooperation in development of the 
market. 

The action was an outgrowth of 
an inspection of the new market 
¡made by Vice-Chairman Rardin 
and Commission Chairman Lake 
Lytal a short time ago. 

At the request of the board, M. 
U. Mounts, county agricultura! 
agent, whose department has sup- 
ported the new undertaking, ex- 
plained to the commission the 
l activities in which the new market 
has been involved and its outloolr 
l for the future. 

Mounts said that Vice-Chairman 
Rardin and other members of the 
board had been cooperative in set 
ting up the market, and had given k 
assistance in the matter of arrang» 
ing the roads and improving the 
area around the site. He said that 
although the cattle market is op- 
erated as a private undertaking it 
has proven a boon to the Ever- 
glades. F . 

The county agent said the mark- 
et will operate regularly on Fri- 
days, and will not only bring ix 
cattle for ‘sale in the Everglades « 
but will perform a second function 
by offering products of Everglades 
ranges to buyers. He said that ap- 
proximately 600 head of cattle 
were put on the block on each of 
the first two Fridays the market 
has operated. 

To illustrate the possible devei- 
opment, Mr. Mounts said that the 
Beebe Cattle market on Military 
Trail transacted a half million 
dollars worth of business last year. 
He said that he could foresee a 
constant increase in the work of 
the Everglades market and em- 
phasized that it had already filled 
a definite need. 
It was as a result of the inspec- 
tion by Vice-Chairman Rardin and 
his colleague, Chairman Lytal, 
augmented by the details submit- 
ted by Agent Mounts, _ which 
Promted the board to offer its 
fullest cooperation to the operators 
of the new market. ` 
Under the motion submitted at 
the Monday meeting, a resolution 
reflecting’ the sentiments of the 
county commission will be sent zo 
the market operators.
